The ColUeum Friday Night Was Pack-

St. LouIb, July 9.-5:39 a. m.— Alton 
B. Parker bas been nominated for pree- 
ld«nt On tbe completion of tbe flret 
ballot he received a total of 658 votes. 
Before the vote was announced, Idaho 
Cbanged her six votes. 

Washington cbanged from Hearst to 
Parker. Tbis was followed by a mo- 
tion by Cbamp Clark to make tbe nom- 
ination of Parker unanimous. Scenea 
of great enthusiasm foUowfd. A mon- 
ster American flag was unfurled from 
tbe dome of the building. The band 
■truck Up "Star Spangled Banner." 

Patrick A. Collins, of Massaebnaetts, 
took the stand to second tbe motion 
to make the nomination unanimous. 
Parker's nomination was made unani- 
mous. 

Convention adjoomed until 2 o'clock 
Saturday. 

St. Louis, July '.>. — The domooratir 
national convention Friday night 
adopted a platform by a viva voce vote 
and listened to nominating speecbes 
for president. Judge Alton B. Parker 
was namfd by Martin W Littleton 
and William Pandolph Hr:ii>-t by D. 
M. Delmas. Both orators smmc ap- 
plauded at length. Anti-Parker dele- 
gations attempted to create enthusi- 
asm for tbeir candidates but tbe Par- 
ker men remained undisturbed and un- 
concerned. Hearst delegates paraded 
tbe ball but tbe showing was small in 
comparison with the Parker procea- 
•ion wbicb preceded it. 

Nominating speecbes for favorite 
son candidates and seconding speeches 
for both Parker and Hearst occupieil 
tlU' convent ion for several liours The 
convention hall seats about lil.5o(i per- 
sons and from appearances hundreds 
more bad been admitted. Tbe floor 
and lower and upper galleries contain- 
ed thousands of sweltering men and 
women oblivious to tbe fact tbat tbe 
crowded condition ot tne ball endan- 
gered every life. 

The Coliseum Interior. 

The Coliseum interior looked like 
A huge basin with bottom and sidcj 
formed by closely packed persons. 
Not an aisle could be seen. Tbey 
were filled by spectators who could 
find no other place. Outside ami in 
the (rowds were tbe same, except for 
the fact those within the hall wera 
satisfied and tboae witbout were tur- 
bolenfe 

As soon as tbe convention had been 
called to order Chairman Clark an- 
nounced that the report of the com- 
mittee on resolutlo,ns was ready. Sen- 
ator Daniel read the report as chair- 
man of the committee. The conven- 
tion confusion was so great tbat not % 
-won] r(niid be beard ten feet from tbe 

plat f< nil. 



CLIMAX OF THE CONVENTION. 



The Nomination ot a Candidate For 
President. 

Tbe great climax of the convention 
—tbe nomination of a candidate for 
president— followed immediately upon 
tbe adoption of tbe filatform. 

Chairman Clark proceeded to tbat 
order of business witbout delay. 

Alabama was called and yielded to 
New York. Mr. Littleton's speech im- 
mediately pleased bis audience and 
wben be concluded pandemonium 
reigned. Flags waved, banners were 
beld aloft and great as was the crowd, 
delegates carrying the standards of 
the Parker states paraded tlirou«h the 
convention, pusblng, trampling and 
fll^tlnr ell wbo obstructed their pro- 
gress. Tbe scene waai one ot tremen- 
dous confusion. Tben was enacted a 
scene that recalled an Incident ot the 
democratic convention in Chicago 
wbicb nominated William Jennings 
Bryan eight years ago. * 

California, a Hearst state, was next 
In order. D. M. Delmas, of tbat state, 
was recognized and tbere was some 
cheering as he made his way to the 
platform, but it was not prolonged. 
Tbe hall was a bedlam wben Mr. Del- 
mas concluded. 

At 1:28 Saturday morning Blaine 
gave way to Missouri and Cbami^ 
Clark, of tbat state, took tbe pla tform 



to place in nomination Senator Fran- 
cis M. ' Cockrell, X)f Missouri, for the 

preHideney. (^lark was heartily eheer- 
ed and brought out great laughter by 
his earnest and witty passage in turn. 
Bryan Receives An Ovation. 

Wben Nebraska was called at 2:26 
there were loud cheers for Bryan. 
After many calls Bryan mounted a 
chair and ieeeive<l an ovation. Hryan 
announced that Nebraska yielded to 
Wisconsin. 

"Massacbusetts," enllod the clerk, 
and Patrick A. folliu.-^. of Boston, 
made his way to the platform to nomi- 
nate Rirhard OIney. of the Old Bay 
state. 

When Wisconsin was called David 
S. Rose nominated Wall, of Wiscon- 
sin. 

J. 8. Williams, who was placed In 
nomination, withdrew his name early 
Saturday morning and seconded Par- 
ker. A nomination on first ballot Is 
considered likely. 

The Platform. 
The following platform was adopted 

by tbe convention:

ples of the democratic faith which bring 
It together in party comniiinlim. 

We, the delegates of the democratic 
party of the United States, In niitlnnni 
convention assembled, declare our devo- 
tion to the essential principles of the 
democr.itic falttt which bring US togetbvr 
in party cummunlon. 

Under them local self-sroverment an*! 
national unity and pro!<pprlty were alike 
established. Th< y undi rl.ild our Indlppnil- 
ence, the structure cit our free republic, 
and every dcmncrailc extenirlon, from 
Louisiana to California, and Texas to 
Oregon, which preserves faithfully In all 
tbe statrF the tie ix tween taxation and 
representiitlon. They yet inspire the 
masses of our pi opli-, ^n.-inllnfr lenlouolv 
their rights and lil>i-rtl. .>'. ini.l . herlshlnR 
their fraternity, peace ami ..r.l. riy devel- 
opment. They remind us ef eiir duties 
and responsibilities as citizens anc^ 
Impress upon us, partli uliirly Ht thi'» 
time, the mres.«ily of reform ami tlic 
rescue of the administration or govern- 
ment from 4he headstrong, arbltary siut 



We .-ipprove (fie measure which pa«^e'1 
ihr I'lilted Rtates Senate In W.t6, but 
which H republican congress has ever 
since refused to enact, relating to con- 
tempts in Federal courts and providing 
for trial by Jury In cases of indirect con- 
t< mpt. 

We favor the liberal appropriations foe 
the care and Improvement of the water- 
ways of the rountry. When any water, 
way like the Mississippi river Is of suf- 
ficient importance to demand special aid 
of the Kovernment. such ai<l should be 
exteniled witli a definite plan fif con- 
tinuous work until permanent improve- 
ment is secured. We oppose the republi- 
caf) policy of starving home development 
In order to feed the greed for Conquest, 
and the at>|ietite for national "prestige" 
and display of strength. 

l^rge reductions can easily be made 
In the annual expenditures ot the 
government, without Imparlng the et< 
flclency of any branch of the public serv- 
ice, and we shall Insist uporj the strictest 
economy hihI frugality compatllile witn 
vlKorouH and etflcleiit, civil, military and 
naval .olniiidstratlon as a right of the 
people tgo clear to be denied or with- 
held . 

I.— The enforcement of honesty in the 
public service, and to that end a thorough 
l( Xlv|i,tl\> invi stlKation of tlw'se execu- 
tive departments of the government al- 
ready known to teem with corruption, as 
well as other departments suspected of 
harboring corrupli<in, and the pnnishnien. 
of ascertained corruptlonlsts wittiniit f'ar 
or favor or regard to persons. The per- 
sistent and deliberate refusal of both the 
senate and house of reiiresentatlves to 
permit such investigation to be made 
demonstrates that only by a change in 
the executive and in the legislative de- 
partment can complete exposure. i)un- 
ishment and correction be obtained. 

Wo condemn the action of the republi- 
can party In congress In refusing to pro- 
hiiilt an execntlve department from en- 
tering Intl. cfintracts witli convicted 
trusts or uidawftii combinations in re- 
straint of intrr-state trade. We believe 
that one of the be.st methods of procur- 
ing economy and honesty in tli.' puliilc 
service is to have public ott'n i.il-:. from 
the occupant of the white hou.'-i- down to 
the lowct of thini rttiirn. as e.irly a-- 
may be, to Jeffersonlau simplicity ot liv- 
ing. 

S.— We favor the nomination and elec- 
tion of a president Imbuded with the 
princlplej) of the constitution, who will 
set his face sternly against executive 
usurpation of legislative and Judicial 
functions whether that usurpation li» 
veiled under the guise of executive con- 
struction of existing laws, or Whether it 
take refuge in the tyrant's pica of neces- 
sity or superior wisdom.

1.— The application of these fundamental 
(irtnciples to the living issues of the day 
constitutes the flrst step toward the as- 
iured peace, safety and progress of our 
aatlon. Freedom of the press, of con- 
science and of speech; etjuallty before thi» 
law of all citizens; the right of trial by 
jury; freedom of the person defended by 
the writ of habeas corpus; liberty of per. 
lunai contract, untrammeled by sumptu- 
»ry laws; the supremacy of the civil over 
the military autloirllv; a will .lisiliilim d 
militia; the separation of church am^ 
State; economy in expenditures; low 
taxes, that labor may be lightly bur- 
Sened; the promjit and sacred fulllllment 
of public and private obligations, lidility 
to treaties; peace and friendship with ail 
nations; entangling alliances with none: 
absolute acquiescence in the will of the 
majority, the vital principle of republics— 
these are doctrines whii h democracy has 
established, approved by the nation, and 
they should be constantly invoked, and 
enforced. 

We favor the enactment and admfnisi 
tratlon of laws, pivlng labor and capi- 
tal Impartially their Just rights. Papltal 
find l.ilior oiigh not to be enemies. Kach 
Is necessary to the other. Each has its 
rights, but tbo rights of labor are cer- 
tainly no less "vested," no less "sacred." 
»nd no less "Inalienable" than the rights 
ot capit.il. 

Constitutional guarantees are violated 
whenever any citlsen is denied the right 
to labor, acquire and enjoy property o; 
reside where Interest of inclination may 
determine. Any denial thereof by indi- 
viduals, organisations or governments 
should be ■uBunarUy rebuked and pan- 
Uhed. ' 

We deny the right of any executive to 
disregsrd or suspend any ronstltutlonsi 

privilege or limitation. Obiilii nce to the 
laws and respect f..r thili reqidrenients 
arc alike the ijupreme duty ot the citizen 
and the ofllcla). The military should be 
used only to support and to maintain the 
law. We unqualifiedly condemn Its em- 
ployment for the summary baniehment 
of citisens without trial, or for the con- 
trol of electionit 



We fqvor the / preservation, so far 
as we can. of an open door for the 

world's commerce In the orient, without 
nnni ri ssary t nianglement in oriental and 
Kuropeun affairs, and without arbitrary, 
unlimited, irresponsible and absolute gov- 
ernment anywhere within our Jurisdic- 
tion. Wo oppose, as fervently as did 
George Washington himself, an Imietmltc, 
Irresponsible, discretionary and vague ab- 
snlutlmi and a policy of colonial ex- 
ploitation, no matter where or by whom 
invoked or exercised; we believe, with 
Jefferson and John Adams, that no gov- 
ernment has a right to make one set of 
laws fur those at home, and a 
different set of laws, absolute In 
their charaoter, for those "in the 
colonies." All men under the Ameri- 
can flag are entitled to the protection of 
the institutions whose emblem the flag 
Is; if they are Inherently untlt for those 
Institutions, then they are inherently un- 
fit to be members of the American body 
politic. Wherever there may exi^t a peo-j 
pie incapable of being governed under] 
American laws In consonance with the 

American constitution, the territory ol 
:hfit peopii. ought not to be part of the 
AmirlciiM ili.ni.iln. 

We Insist that we ought to do for th» 
Filipinos what we have already done for 
:he Cubans. And It Is our Intent, as soon 
?^ *KS^'\ ^ wisely end safely foi 
'the Filipinos themselves and after ami- 
tablo arrangements with them concern- 
ng naval stations, coaling gtallims and 
trade relations, and upon Bultuble guar- 
sntees of protection to all national and 
International interests to set the Filipino 
people on their feet free and independent 
lo work out their own destiny. 

The endeavor of the secretary of war, 
oy pledging the government's endorse- 
RMnt for "promoters" In tho PhlUppIno 
Islands to make the United States a part- 
ner In speculative exploitation of the 
archipelago, which was only temporarily 
held up by the opposition of democratic 
senators in the last session, will, if euc- 
eessful. lead to a permanent entangle- 
ment from what would be difficult to 
jscnpe.
